PLANS FOR METHODIST 
REVIVAL UNDERWAY 


(By Flora B. Couch» 


Due to numerous requests that 
the City flush the water mains. 
I wish to make this explanation 
to the public as to what causes 
the peculiar taste in the w ater. 
supply at this time of the year, 
i 
As you all know, the City does ( 
not have a filter plant, conse- f 
quently we pump raw lake water 
from the lake, giving it the proper 
dosage of chlorine, absolutely kill­ 
ing any micro-organisms that the 


i water might contain, making it 
! a safe water for consumption. 
Most all lake water supplies, in 
the raw stage, contain suspended 
m atter, which cannot be removed 
without treatm ent through a fil­ 
ter plant. This suspended m atter 
is in the form of plant life, and 
natural grit, and it is the inter­ 
mingling of these particles, what 
we call seasonal disturbances, that 
produces the peculiar taste in the 
water supply. 
Tiese seasonal disturbances oc­ 
cur in Texas twice each year, us­ 
ually toward the end of Novem­ 
ber and March, and last normally, 
about three to four weeks. 
Temperature changes, in other 
words, cause a vertical movement 
of the botto mliving. and top liv­ 
ing organisms, as the bottom 
strata 
of water comes to the 
surface, and the surface strata 
goes to the botto. 
At all other seasons, microscopic 
life is fairly well stratified, and 
if ’you will remember, the water 
in the past has caused a few 
complaints at the times mention­ 
ed above. 
I just wanted to make an ex­ 
planation to you as to what 
causing the water to taste, and 
assure you that the large distri­ 
bution mains are in a sanitary 
condition, and were flushed two 
times in the last few months, and 
that the peculiar taste of our 
drinking water supply will shortly 
disappear.

BUILDING 
Is Not Prohibited ! 


Effective on April 9th. the War Production 
Board issued Conservation Order No. L-41 
which prohibits the start of unauthorized 
construction 
projects 
which 
use 
critical 
materials needed in the War effort. 
The action was taken in order to conserve 
such materials as iron, steel, copper, etc., 
which are used to some extent in all build­ 
ing. but more especially in the larger con­ 
struction. For this reason the building of 
larger structures is prohibited except for pro­ 
jects of Panama Canal. Civil Aeronautics 


Authority,. Army. Navy. Coast Guard, Mari­ 
time Commission, housing in Defense areas, 
and certain other exceptions for building 
under special permit. 
However, provisions are made to take care 
of small additions, repairs, re-roofing, farm 
building, and other improvements actually 
necessary for the country’s needs. 
The text of the order is rather lengthy and 
is too recent for full interpretation by proper 
authorities but. as we understand it, the 
following are the high-light* in brief*.

t Spreading coal shipments over a longer 
• period than usual will do just that. 
• Most folks wait until the last minute to 
order their w inter’s coal supply. Many 
millions of tons of coal must then be moved 
by rail in a very short time. Next winter’s 


war needs and the tire shortage will put 
the greatest load on the railroads in their . 
history. W ar freight must move first, and 
those who wait too long to order their coal 
may not be able to get prom pt delivery 
when they need it. 
• So we repeat U nde Sam’s friendly w arn-, 
ing to us all. If you use coal, get in your 
winter coal supply now, in the off season/ 
when transportation is available. You’ll 
help yourself and also help win this war. 


1. NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION. 
W ith a total estimated cost less than $500.00 
(example: addition of a small room, tem ­ 
porary small dwelling, etc.) 
2. PRIVATE GARAGE and other structures 
providing accomodations normally associated 
with residential construction. 
3. RECONSTRUCTION 
O R 
RESTORA­ 
TION OR RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION. 
Residential construction damage or destroy­ 
ed after December 31st, 1941, by fire, flood, 
tornado, earthquate, or public enemy may be 
rebuilt. 
4. DEFENSE HOUSING (in critical areas 
only). 
Residence work may proceed under 
preference ratings and certificates. 
5. ABRICULTURAL CONSTRUCTION. Any 


farm building, structure or project having a 
total estimated cost of less than $1,000.8# 
may be built. (Example: barn, poultry houses, 
fencing). Farm residence buildings are sub­ 
ject to same restrictions as named above in 
paragraph one. 
6. COMMERCIAL AND INDUSTRIAL. In 
general this covers commercial, industrial, 
recreational, institutional, utilities, etc., pro­ 
vided the cost of the construction is less 
than $5,000.00. 
7. MAINTENANCES AND REPAIRS. Im ­ 
provements are permitted for this purpose to 
the extent necessary for maintaining a nor­ 
mal condition of the building. Interpretation 
is that the $500.00 limit does not apply in 
this case. 


There has been confusion regarding build­ 
ing restrictions and we are glad to give the 
above information, hoping to clear up the 
points of most interest. The order is subject 
to changes of interpretation or additions 
which might subsequently be made. 
The order has been under consideration 


for 3 months, but authentic instruction was 
not issued by War Production Board until 
April 9th. 
There is no special hardship imposed on 
anyone and we, together with the building 
public. I am sure, will be glad to comply, 
not only because* we want to comply, but, 
above all. because we want to . . .
